From^Mhese,  all  of  them,  the  churches 
ougfitto  withdraw,  and  some  times  forthwith 
and  immediately,  according  to  the  Scriptures. 
It  ought  to  be  done  for  the  sake  of  the 
churches,  and  also  for  the  sake  of  the  offend- 
ing member.

KEEKING  HIGHER  EDUCATION!. 

‘ Twice  as  many  people  in  the  million,” 
continued  Dr,  Harris,  ‘‘avail  themselves  of 
tfi¥*  opdortunity  to  pursue  their  studies  in 
col  lege,  jli  Diversities  and  pr.  fessioual  schools 
as  thirty  jiyears  ago.  In  1X00  the  standard  of 
the  collides  averagtd  about  the  same  as  th  -t 
of  the  h|£b  school  or  academy  in  the  piesent 
time.  The  24  colleges  iu  the  United  States^ 
iu  i8od Unrolled  about  2,000  students,  or 
about  4|<j> students  to  the  million  of  people. 
We  havfc:  already  seen  that  at  the  end  cf  the 
century  there  were  2 Ooo  students  in  each 
million  ji  institutions  which  have  .the  present 
high  sta  lirtard,  In  order  to  make  the  com- 
parison Complete,  we  should  have  to  count  in 
the  s u lilts  in  high  schools  and  academies 
with  th  -jjfnrollment  in  collegies  and  u liver- 
sities,  ijd  this  number,  at  the  close  of  the  ' 
century,!:  included  7,843  students  in  the 
million  til  population.  Thus  we  have  4001 
college  sjhdeufs  in  the  miljlion  in  1800,  and 
10,000  students  of  the  same  grade  in  the  mil- 
lion in  til  yCar  1900.” 

Dr  P.p.  Bartinger,  of  the  University  Vir- 
ginia, stmed  the  aud  ence  as  he  discussed 
the  Legrd  problem. 

A«  b|*  (the  negro)  has  grown  in  ctiminal- 
ity  and  physical  depravity  since  receiving 
what  he  slaas  of  education,  and  that  kind  of 
educations  surely  a failure  Moieover,  tie 
has  used  kjiis  education,  given  in  cempas-ion, 
as  an  arn  of  dtfense,  as  a weapon  of  political 
offence  afeain-t  those  who  gave  it.  Under  the 
circums'ipces  there  is  a natural  aud  growing 
sentimenj;  in  the  South  demanding  that  we 
give  him  buly  the  pittance  that  he  himself 
produces j?s  a tax  payer,  aud  thru  let  him 
shift  for  Ijjmstlf  The  object  of  this  paper  is 
to  protest! j against  the  adoption  of  this  policy 
as  economically  unwise  and  as  unworthy  of 
the  Soutll!.  We  should  as  soon  think  of  with- 
drawing four  sub-cription  to  the  church  be- 
cause im  ‘infant  (class’  in  its  Sunday 
Spbool  his  missed  its  lesson.” 

jfiOT  THE  NHGROE’S  HOPE. 

Dr.  Bajtinger  drnied  that  the  hope  of  the 
negro  isjjndustrial  education.  Labor  fears

Dr.  Bajitiuger  ^contrasted  the  labor  of  the 
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white  and  the  black  in  the  recent  progress,  of 
the  South,  and  declared  that  the  negro,  “in 
the  function  Of  the  New  South,  in  manufac- 
ture, has  00  rjart.”  In  Charlotte,  N C.,  and 
Charleston.  S,  C.,  he  has  been  tried  in  the 
clothing  factory  and  in  the  cotton  mill,  and 
had  failed  in  each  case.  Lack  of  moral  re- 
sponsibility ^ras  attributed  as  the  causip  of 
the  failure,  i I 

The  negro,  the  speaker  declared,  has  not 
kept  pace  with  his  opportunities.  He  is  still 
the  laborer  anp  common  mechanic.  Hence, 
“ would  be  folly  for  any  State  to  enter  upon 
the  indus'rial  train  ing  ol  its  deficient  race, 
while  the  laboring  class  of  its  higher  race  is 
equal  to  any  training  and  any  effort.  We 
cannot  equip  both,  and  to  equip  the  negro  to 
the  neglect  of  the  poor  white  would'  be  a 
grave  political  error  and  an  economic  absurd- 
ity.” 

NEED  OF  MORAL  TRAINING.  * 

Dr.  Barringer  spoke  very  positively  of  the 
need  of  moral  training  for  the  negro.  This 
training  he  said,,  the  white  must  give.  It 
should  be  supplemented  by  the  “three  R’s” 
and  such  simple  training  in  agriculture  aud 
the  domestic  aits  as  all  will  need  ‘‘The 
negro  race.’f  said  Dr  Barringer,  *'  is  essen- 
tially a race  of  peasant  fsrmeis  and  laborers, 
and  their  education  should  be  directed,  first, 
to  improving  them  as  such.” 

Dr.  Barringer  denied  that  educati  n has 
raised  up  for  the  race  its  own  leader.  An  edu- 
cation that  makes  leaders  at  the  expense  of 
the  led,  is  a failure.  ” Every  negro  doctor, 
negro  lawyer,  negro  teacher,  or  other  leader 
in  excess  of  the  immediate  needs  of  his  peo- 
ple,” proceeded  the  speaker,  ‘‘is  an  anti- 
social product,  a social  menace.  N-itlier  in 
the  North,  the  South,  the  East,  or  the  West 
can  such  a professional  man  make  a living  at 
his  calling  through  white  patronage.”

GOOD  AS  CHEAP  LABOR

As  a source  cf  cheap  labor  for  a warm  cli- 
mate the  eegro  is  beyond  competition;  every- 
where else  he  is  a V re  ordained  failure,  and 
he  knows  this,  he  despises  his  own  color. 

Answering  the  question. -How  are  we  to 
continue  to  eduoate  the  ngf-ro  at  all,  and 
avoid  future  political  trouble  ? I)r.  Barriuger 
said,  in  conclusion:  ‘‘Base  his  franchise 
upon  a property  qualification,  and  give  him 
for  once  a legitim  ite  stimulus  to  work.  He 
has  never  been  offered  an  attainable  id  -al  be- 
fore. To  day'the  partly  educated  black,  jail- 
bird or  preacher,  looks  w ith  contempt  upon 
the  negro  whose  only  forte  is  honest  work 
and  acumulntion.

One  is  belief  on  or 
about  Christ  k s the  Savior,  the  other  is  be- 
lieving in  Christ,  to  the  saving  of  the  soul.” 
Now,,  this  faith  that  hath  life,  or  is  the  pro- 
duct of  regeneration,  and  that  leads  the  one 
possessing  it  to  good  works  or  Christian  ac- 
tivity, is  what  brother  Cooper’s  laymen  would 
be  pleased  to  call  Campbellism  pure  and 
simple.  I am  sorry  brother  Q.'s  layman  is  so 
ignorant  as  to  Campbellism.  A Campbellite 
would  put  it  about  this  way:  Good  works  o. 
Christian  activity,  lead  to  faith,  repentance 
and  salvation,  from  which  one  may  fall  away 
and  be  lost.  My  position  is  this,  and  which 
I think,  is  clearly  stated  in  the  article;  a 
living  faith,  which  is  the  product  of  regener- 
ation, produces  or  leads  to  good  works  or 
Christian  activity,  from  which  one  cannot 
fall  away  and  be  lost.

The  reports  from  the  churches  of  paid  up 
pastors,  paid  off  church  debts,  and  a happy 
condition  in  general,  are  most  gratifying  in- 
deed. The  new  pastors  all  seem  to  have 
found  plenty  of  "hog  and  hominy”  in  their 
larders  on  their  arrival  in  their  new  fields  of 
labor.  We  saw  a sister  the  other  day  who 
had  to  hurry  home  and  help  get  ready  to  grlet 
their  new  preacher  with  a full  larder  and  lots 
of  good  wood  for  the  winter,  as  well  as  abun- 
dant attention  in  getting  from  the  trains  to 
the  home.  All  this  we  most  heartily  com- 
mend in  the  churches,  but  there  are  lots  of 
old  preachers  with  small  salaries  whose  hearts 
need  to  be  cheered  on  in  their  arduous  tasks, 
by  some  little  extra  token  of  appreciation  on 
the  part  of  tlheir  people — -for  these  we  want  to 
speak  a word.  It  will  but  a new  sermon  in 
their  mouths  and  bring  back  much  of  the  old- 
time  elasticity  to  their  steps,  if  their  people  in 
a nice  way,  not  from  duty,  but  from  pleasure, 
Would  throw  them  off  a load  or  two  of  wood, 
and  fill  thdr  larders  anew  for  them.  One  of 
the  sweetest  experiences  of  onr  ministry,  in  a 
small  way,  Was  the  coming  of  a great  throng 
of  people  to  cur  house  one  night  accompanied 
yby  a wagon  loaded  with  good  things  by  those 
to  whom  for  four  years  we  had  been  trying  to 
serve  in  holy  things.  Give  the  new  man  a 
most  cordial  and  substantial  welcome,  nor 
forget  it,  to  keep  it  up,  as  he  grows  old  with 
you. 

The,  old  horse  and  the  old  are  cared 
for  for  the  good  they  have  done;  well, 
surely  then  we  will  not  forget  the  men  who 
have  been  with  us  in  sickness  and  in  health 
to  say  words  whereby  we  have  been  helped 
up  when  we  would  __  otherwise  be  cast 
down.  Let’s  care  for  the  old  servants  for 
their  works’  sake.

Some  of  these  scholarships  had  fallen  into 
the  hand  ol  those  who  were  not  interest  d in 
the  college,  ond  to  lell  the  n that  the  life  of  the 
institution  was  at  sttke,  made  no  impression 
whatever.  Many  at  firs’  re  u ted  to  t i ;:u',s  t ie 
matter,  and  a man  of  lfess determination  would 
have  abandoned  the  enterprise  in  despair, 
bat  Prof.  Martin  in  all  his  work  lor  the  col- 
lege, allowed  no  such  word  as  failure  in  his 
vocabulary.  Tne  cancellation  of  these  schol- 
arships in  so  short  a time,  whether  considered 
in  the  light  of  the  magnitu  le  of  the  work  doue, 
or  the  benefits  accruing  to  the  college,  is  be- 
yond any  work  ever  done  for  the  college  since 
its  organization.  Until  Mississippi  College 
ceases  to  be  anything  but  a memory,  the 
name  of  M.  T.  Martin  will  be  cherished  by 
every  lover  of  the  instltuion. 

As  soon  as  this  obstruction  was  removed, 
the  board  at  the  suggestion  of  the  faculty, 
changed  the  method  of  instruction  by  the 
adoption  of  the  university  plm  of  depart- 
ments, or  schools,  which  has  been  continued 
to  . he  present  time.  The  work  done  at  the 
col  eg e was  good  and  tbe  praise  of  the  insti- 
tution was  on  the  lips  of  a'l  at  this  time,  but 
thfe  revenues  were  not  sufficient  to  meet  ex-

The  first  Baptist ''church  ever  organized  in 
the  Mississippi  Territory,  or  Natchez  country, 
as  this  section  was  then  called,  was  Sslem. 
This  church  was  constituted  by  a few  Bap- 
tists, who  were  originally  from  South  Caro- 
lina, who  had  settled  just  north  of  the  city  of 
Natchez,  wh.-re  they  constituted  this  charch, 
without  the  p:e-ence;of  a presbytery  of  min- 
isters, or  an  ordained  minister  of  the  gospel. 
The  members,  however  informal,  held  regu- 
lar  service  for  some  tifiie,  when  to  their  great 
joy,  was  jomed  to  their  body  a Baptist  minis- 
ter, by  the  hame  of  Mulkey.  This  was  the 
cause  of  the  Roman  Catholics  sending  an  offi- 
cer to  put  a stop  (o  their  meetings,  and  for  a 
time  did  so.  1 his  the^i  being  a Spanish  colo- 
ny, intensely  Catholi.^  and  enjbned  with  all 
the  Spanish  cruelty  characteristic  of  their 
race.
